The foreign commerce of the island 
increased from 55,000,000 francs in 
1013 to 246,375,885 francs 
for 
last 
year. 
The figures are expected to be 
even greater for the coming year. 
Th farmers in Martinique have giv­ 
en preference to the production of 
rum, rather than sugar, since tills lat­ 
ter product has been purchased by the 
government at only I franc per kilo 
(of 2.20 pounds). 


Washington.—That the use of the 
national forests for recreational pur­ 
poses is increasing rapidly and bids 
fair to rank third among the major 
services performed by the national 
I ores ta, with only timber production 
and stream flow regulation taking pre­ 
cedence over It, is the statement made 
by Col. W. B. Greeley, head of the for­ 
est service, in his annual report. Many 
summer homes are being erected in 
the national forests by private indi­ 
viduals, and the use of forests for 
other forms of out-of-door recreation 
was greater during the past year than 
ever before. 
The summer home business promises 
to become an important source of rev­ 
enue, Col. Greeley points out. On tile 
Angeles forest in southern California, 
fof example, a total of 1,329 permits 
for summer residences and commercial 
resorts were, lie says, in effect at the 
close of the past fiscal year. 
The 
revenue from this one item amounted 
to approximately $22,000. 
It is be­ 
lieved that within a few years the rev­ 
enues obtained from the various rec­ 
reational settlements within the An­ 
geles forest will pay the entire cost 
of protection and administration. 
Many western communities are rec­ 
ognizing the recreational resources of 
nearby national forests as one of their 
greatest assets and privileges, Col. 
Greeley says, and are establishing com­ 
munity camps under more or less for­ 
mal organization. 
No Charge to Public. 
The pion ic* camps are improved by 
the construction of fireplaces, rustic 
tallies and seats, arid are made avail­ 
able to the public without any charge, 
The vacation Can ps under municipal' 
direction charge merely the expense j 
of feeding and caring for tile sucre- i 
sire groups of city people who enjoy j 
their privileges.

These sanctuaries, he says 
should be relatively limited in area 
but should be established In consider­ 
able number. 
Elka Suffer Hardahipa. 
Special attention Is called by Col 
Greeley to the necessity of additional 
protection for the harassed and deck 
mated herds of elk using the Yellow­ 
stone National park and the surround­ 
ing for* sts. 
Famine and cold last 
winter took an unusually heavy toll 
from their number. Driven out of th* 
high country by starvation and early 
snows, 
the northern 
herd suffered 
from hunters along the boundary lint 
a percentage loss equal to that of a 
defeated army. 
Many that escaped the hunters per- 
iahed from cold and starvation before 
spring. 
The southern herd also lost 
heavily. As a result, the total numbei 
of animals in these two herds is now 
estimated by the best qualified officer* 
in the forest service to equal half of 
their number five years ago. 
The addition to the Ahsaroka and 
Gallatin forests of the lands still In 
government ownership and under with­ 
drawal along the Yellowstone rivet 
north of Gardiner is urged by the 
chief forester. This land, lie states. Is 
urgently needed as winter range for 
Hie ei \ and its addition to the nation 
n! forests will materially relieve the 
situation witbout working an injus­ 
tice to the local inhabitants whose 
live stock use the range. 
If this ac­ 
tion is not taken tile outlook for the 
northern elk herd is gloomy. 
The 
prospects for the southern herd are 
more bright, but additional purchase 
of land for summer feeding grounds 
appear absolutely essential.

Dr. Jose de Arriaga, a university 
man, historian, critic and savant, and 
brother or the late President Manuel 
de Arriaga, is an Inmate of the Lis- 
t lie poorhouse, in iii health aud pen­ 
niless. 
Dr. Jose de Arriaga resided 
for a long time in Brazil, where he 
collected n o t e s 'on Brazilian life and 
literature. 
It wa 
after his return to 
Portugal When he was arranging with 
an editor for tile publication of a 
book on Brazil th at he was taken Ut 
and, after a struggle against advers­ 
ity,-was obliged *o take refuge in the 
poorhouse. 
He is a direct descendant of King 
Alfonso III of Portugal in the seven* 
teenth generation and of King Ka- 
miro II of Leon and Castella, and 
the 
twenty-fifth 
grandson 
of Hugh 
Capot, duke of France and count of 
P aris and Orleans. 
His brother, the late president, died 
a poor man partly because of his in­ 
flexible republican opinions which led 
him to refuse, at one time, to serve 
as tutor to the sons of the then king 
of Portugal. 
For his ardent efforts to 
establish a republic, the Portuguese 
fe e l that they owe a debt of gratitude 
to President de Arriaga.

STRANGE MALADY 
SWEEPING HAITI 


Doctors Unable to Discover the 
Source of Most Baffling end 
Fatal of Diseases. 


WHITE POPULATION IMMUNE 


Ailment 
That 
Kills 
20,000 
Natives 
Every Year Starts in the Feet 


and 
Spreads 
Upward, 
the 
Body Becoming Swollen. 


Port-au-Prince, Haiti.—The Ameri­ 
can occupation of Haiti has served to 
direct medical research into one of the 
most baffling and perhaps fatal mala­ 
dies known to modern medicine. 
Haiti is a land of 2,000,000 people. 
The most conservative estimate, based 
on 12 months of historical research 
Into 
Haiti’s 
mysterious disease, 
fs 
that a 
million Haitians have suc­ 
cumbed to the malady in the last .V) 
years. 
Here where native productiv­ 
ity is truly synonymous with extrava­ 
gant tropical verdure, a death rate of 
20,000 ii year, or nearly 1,700 a month, 
has not served to worry the nationals. 
For the last five years American 
medical 
officers 
have 
noticed 
that 
lower caste Haitians, sent to prison, 
develop an alarming condition there 
and die at a rate of from 50 to OO per 
cent of those affected. 
Only during the last 12 months have 
the causes and effects of these alarm­ 
ing deaths been studied and recog­ 
nized as a separate disease. 
The dis­ 
covery was made a year ago by Dr. W. 
L. Mann, surgeon of the United States 
navy, a native of Austin, Tex., whose 
naval rank is that of lieutenant com­ 
mander, supervising the entire medi­ 
cal department of the American-con­ 
trolled Gendarmerie d’Haiti. 
Dr. Mann is a graduate of Harvard 
medical school, holder of several col­ 
lege degrees and has spent the major 
part of his time in tropical and sub­ 
tropical countries. 
His writings on 
preventive medicine and tropical dis­ 
ease and long experience equipped him 
to point out this mysterious disease 
soon after his arrival in Haiti. 


Cause Undetermined. 
Aided by the medical officers of 
tile gendarmerie in an Intensive re- 
search, Dr. Mann told the New York 
Tribune 
correspondent 
bere 
that 
nothing has developed which may defi­ 
nitely determine the cause of the dis­ 
ease, which if ascertained and meas­ 
ures taken to combat would result in 
the saving of possibly more than 20,- 
OOO lives annually. 
The disease has three manifesta­ 
tions. 
D u e ut the most notable symp­ 
toms is swelling of certain parts or 
the body. 
The tie-di becomes water­ 
logged or “ d r o p s i c a l . ” 
It usually be­ 
gins in the feet and spreads upward. 
Another form is tho dry or emaci­ 
ated type. 
The patient s h o w s marked 
emaciation and dwindles almost to 
skin 
and 
bones. 
often 
dropsical 
changes to dr\ and vice versa. 
It is 
not unusual to see a patient almost 
a living .skeleton, then develop a wet 
condition, and with the retention of 
fluid in t h e body ga ii '-’n or MU pounds 
in a few days and leonine sn swollen 
up that recognition of b i s features is 
difficult. 
O n e of the mystery* ot the d i s e a s e 
is that women seldom, if ever, con­ 
tract it. 
One medical officer in Haiti 
has observed more than 1,000 cases 
without finding a single case among 
females. 
At one time during Doctor 
M a i n s 
investigations 
women 
were 
supposed 
to 
l>e 
entirely 
immune. 
Finally three cases among women de­ 
veloped at the same dwelling place. 
This 
combination 
of 
circumstances 
suggested a disease of an infection* 
nature.

On the theory that prison diet brings 
about a greater manifestation during 
incarceration of Haitians than else­ 
where, the gendarmerie doctors, under 
the direction of Doctor Mann, have 
conducted 
extensive dietary experi­ 
ments. 
The reports show that diet 
variation has produced no marked ben­ 
eficial results either as a curative 
or preventive. 
This has destroyed a 
theory that war edema, prevalent in 
prison camps, due to faulty nourish­ 
ment, has a relation to psuedo beri­ 
beri. 
As rice, the cause of true beri-beri, 
is not used to any degree in the prison 
food here, the American doctors have 
endeavored to find a similar lack of 
vitamins in cornmeal, a base of the 
ordinary Haitian diet. 
Experiments 
to date have given no conclusive an­ 
swer. 
The institutional Incidence of the 
Haitian disease or its tendency to ap­ 
pear in epidemic form and to affect 
certain institutions, suggested the na­ 
ture of an infective agent. 
At one 
time the bedbug was under suspicion. 
Numerous blood cultures and cultures 
from autopsical finds, animal inocula­ 
tion and the like, have produced only 
either negative or inconsistent results, 
says the medical chief of the gendar­ 
merie. 
Malady Decreases. 
On one occasion live hospital corps" 
men from the gendarmerie (natives) 
volunteered to be bitten by bedbugs 
which had been fed on patients with 
the disease. 
One of these volunteers 
developed dropsy six weeks later, Hut 
this dropsy was attributed to other 
causes, and the experiment was re­ 
garded as negative. 
The prevalence of the malady bas 
shown a progressive decrease during 
the last three months, but whether 
this is due to measures taken by Doc­ 
tor Marin and his stuff can be deter­ 
mined only after further study and 
careful investigation. 
The American 
naval surgeon explained that he is 
careful not to accept false encourage­ 
ments because of the tendency of the 
disease to subside altogether in cer­ 
tain institutions and then suddenly 
crop out anew with more serious re­ 
sults than ever. 
Col. 
Frederick 
M. 
Wise, 
United 
States marine corps, commanding the 
Gendarmerie d’Haiti, and Col. John 
Russell, commanding the First Marine 
brigade in Haiti, have shown great in­ 
terest in Doctor Mann’s fight to locate 
the cause and combat Haiti’s disease. 
They have given all possible assist­ 
ance and placed tile entire line of re­ 
search unhampered under bis direc­ 
tion. 
Tile beneficent and altruistic labor 
of Doctor 
Maim 
and 
his 
medical 
staff is one of many compensating fac­ 
tors in what appears to be a muddled 
situation iii Haiti today. 
Theirs is a 
work for humanity in the strictest 
sense. 
Undoubtedly the United States pub­ 
lic 
h e a l t h 
service "and

feller institute would take a certain 
Interest in the strange disease. Doe- j 
tor Maori hopes, however, with the co- j 
operation of such institutions and with 
the utilization of such additional facil­ 
ities. that the results of sustained et* ! 
forts will serve to eradicate a scourge 
that kills sin Ii an appalling number of 
Haitians ever;, year. 
So fur ; s mown, Haiti’s mysterious 
dis* use never has affected a white 
man.

Improved Plating Process. 
In a new plating process, Iron sheets, 
for instance, are given a strongly ad­ 
herent coating of copper from the ap­ 
plication of a metallic varnish followed 
tty heating. 
The varnish for the cop­ 
per deposit on iron is made of about 
four pounds of pulverized copper ox­ 
ide and four pounds of copper in one 
gallon of crude oil. 
The coating is apl 
plied by heavy Iron rolls, and the paint­ 
ed plates are heated in a furnace, when 
the oil Is volatilized, the oxide reduced, 
and the metallic copper fused to the 
Iron. 
The process is adapted also to 
rods, tubes and other shapes.

SOME MEASURES SUGGESTED 


A Tome

Standing Plants Along Fences and In 
Waste Places Should Be Btimed 
Over ,yr«i bields Cultivated 


(Prepared by the United States Depart' 
m ent of Agriculture.) 
Thousands of dollars can be saved 
annually by fighting the chalcis-fly in 
the districts where alfalfa seed and 
clover seed are grown, although It can­ 
not be hoped to eradicate th is pest 
from 
any 
seed-producing 
locality. 
This is stated as a result of in vestige 
tions conducted by the bureau o f en­ 
tomology. 
Control Measure Suggested. 
The rapid dispersion of th e adults 
:>f this species makes it vitally im por­ 
tant that control methods should be 
taken up by community action rather 
than by the individual. The following 
control m easures are suggested: 
Standing 
alfalfa 
and 
red-clover 
plants along fence lines and w aste 
areas should be burned over in a u ­ 
tumn to destroy hibernating la n ae. 
Cultivation 
of alfalfa seed 
fields 
during the winter Is of much value in 
covering the infested alfalfa seeds 
containing hibernating larvae. 
Whenever possible, the alfalfa seed 
grower should do most of his irrigat­ 
ing in early spring, or before the seed 
crop Is grown. 
Every farm er in an alfalfa seed- 
growing district should cut all o f the 
standing 
alfalfa 
along fence 
lines, 
ditch banks, and other waste areas at 
the time of cutting a hay crop and be­ 
fore a seed crop Is grown. 
Hay crops should be <oit carefully 
Bo that no stem s w ill remain standing
